goods, office supplies and other items are scheduled for shipment to the 
USSR on 1 September 19490^*^^ In this connection, it was noted that six 
wooden crates designed for trucks, manufactured by Holjsbauwerk Franz 
Havlicek, and xnarked with cyrillic characters^ recently arrived at the 
warehouse in Lobau,

shop councillor prompted his application for Austrian citizenshipo 
LASTIVKA is probably a Communist and is known to maintain close contact 
with MTD personnel Two known Comrunists, Frau Dr* ’’WDRUSCH, 
who is believed to be of Latvian origin, and Frau Dr* LSRCH, a Polish 
national, are also seeking Austrian citizenship* Dr* ”^0f!DR[JSCH, who is 
about 28 years old, is assigned to SW headquarters although she works 
in the oil fields as a cultural leader<* Dr* LSRCH is about 35 years of 
age and is novj employed as a private secretary for RYABINTO, former 
SW General Director*
